Frnakfort, Ky.. Jan. 21. ' Darwin- 
Ism, atheism, agnosticism und evolu- 
tion, as it pertains to man," will be 
banished from the curriculum of Ken- 
tucky educational institutions if a bill 
to be introduced Monday by Represen- 
tative O. W. Ellis of Barre l county, is 
passed.

"The End Is Imminent* says Cardinal 
As He Canie From Bed Chamber 
at Vutican Earl, This 
Afternoon. 

Rome, Jan. 21.— (1:30 p. m.)— "The 
end Is Imminent," Cardinal Gasparrl, 
emerging from the bed chamber where 
Pope Benedict XV lay dying, aseerted 
this afternoon. 

Cardinal Gusparri was weeping. He 
announced the pope was delirious and 
had insisted upon resuming his work. 

Rome, Jan. 21. — Pope Benedict XV 
wag keeping quietly when his physl- 
c'an.s visited htm at ft a. m. today. 

An earlier statement that his death 
v.as a matter of only a few minutes 
ivas withdrawn immediately. 

It was asserted by the papal physi- 
cians that his hollnes smight linger 
for some time, as did Pope Leo XIII. 

Praying prelates outside the Vati- 
can and cardinals and attendants 
crowding the antechambers had been 
plunged into the deepest gloom by a 
statement from Professor Marchiafava 
that Pope Bendicts's .death was a 
question of minutes. 

A statement issued at lu a. m. as- 
sarted that should the unexpected 
sleep into which the pontiff had sunk 
continue for Beveral hours, it might 
justly hone for his recovery'. 

At noon, howover, it was announced 
the pope's condition had become 
worse. 

The physicians, who were in con- 
stant attendance upon the pope since 
Friday and who retired early today 
only at his holiness' request, visited 
the papal chamber at 7 a. m. today. 

An official bulletin issued afterward 
read: 

"His holiness' c< nditlon became 
worse during the ii'eht. Tbe pneu- 
monia has spread. His temperature 
was 38.4 centigrade, pnlBe 120 and 
respiration 60." 

At 8 a m. word came to the gather- 
ing throngs cutside the Vatican that 
Pope Benedict could live only for a 
brief while, the death agony having 
begun His holiness, having received 
communion and extreme unction in 
the early hours today, was sinking 
rapidly.

THE MINIMUM WAGE IDEA 

There are times when kindness kills, as there are times when 
well-meaning humanitarians defeat their own ends. As to the high 
motives of those who are now attempting to persuade the Kentucky 
legislature to pass a minimum wage law for women workers, there 
can be no doubt. And <1- spite the fact that their owu cooks aud 
household servants are excluded from the bill, which is doubtless an 
oversight. 

The published purpose of the minimum wage law is to safeguard 
the working girl, to enable her to dress, clothe and feed herself inde- 
pendently of outside assistance. It is to make a thorough anachron- 
ism of Thomas Hoods "Song of the Shirt," and its sequel, "The 
fJridge of Sighs." It would be a satanic person who could law a 
finger agajinst the passage of the minimum wage law IK its operation 
would have such effect. 

>n 'thwother hand, it is certain that the passage of the minimum 
law would injure girls who most need help without bringing 
cny great benefit to those who would profit by it. 

One basis for this conclusion is the fact that the law would inter- 
fere with the working of supply and demand and is. therefore, un- 
economic, dangerous and unsound. Labor is a commodity, just as is 
anything that is sold on the market. An attempt to fix wages by 
arbitrary legislative decree is open to the same objection as price- 
fixing. If a manufacturer is instructed by a law-makikug body how 
much he shall pay his employees, by the same process of reasoning 
lie should be guaranteed by the same body a fixed price for his pro- 
ducts. What would the consumer say to thatf 

Some humorist once made an appeal for the repeal of the law of 
supply and demand. Ilis ject had a germ of reason, for various law- 
making bodies have at one time or another in recent years acted as 
though that were the goal of their ambition. Those who follow such 
experiments through become as little inclined to tamper with orderly 
economic process as they would be to attempt to sever th connection 
between the moon and the tides. 

In the present case, the proposal is to require the employer to 
pay girls a specified wage. Immediately such a proposal is in opeera- 
Hon, the employed changes his hiring methods. He becomes more 
exacting of applicants. He abolishes light jobs which were there- 
fore filled by girls who could not handle heavier work and. therefore, 
were not worth a higher salary. Of those girls remaining, he de- 
mands a higher standard of efficiency. 

The problem of employment becomes the problem of the sur- 
vival of the fittest. The fittest do not need a minimum wage law. 
The weaker and less capable girls are forced out of w;crk .".Uboiigh 
these are the ones whom the minimum wage advocates desire partic- 
ularly to help and who need help most of all. Such a less capable 
girl might now be occupying a part-time or light position which is 
worth to the employer $8 a week. It is certain no minimum wage 
law would make him pay $15 a week for the same girl doing the 
same tasks. He would put the task on another employee or leave it 
undone. Meanuwhile, the girl's income, which at least went some 
way in her support, is lopped oil' and she finds herself, through the 
operation of so-called beneficent legislation, out of work. 

In the district of Columbit where a minimum wage law is in ef- 
fect, employers rejectt girls who offer to fill their demand at $15 a 
week in order to hire boys who are willing to fill it for $10. 

In order to administer such a law, moreover, it would be neces- 
sary to ccreate scores of wage boards whose task it would be to as- 
certain what the minimum wage should be for each oecupation aud 
each locality. Staudards of living vary. The cost of living fluctuates 
daily. The latter is as hard to guage as a will o' the wisp. And all 
these boards, agents of the Legislature, in pursuance of their difficult 
task, would hover around employers who are already boaded and 
harassed enough. Such governmental meddling is not desired espe- 
cially now when business is itself struggling to keep its feet and when 
the slogan throughout the country is for "less government in busi- 
ness and more business in government." 

The Courier-Journal hopes that the Legislature will refuse to 
pass the minimum wage bill. While any sincere effort to help the 
p <or girl must be admired, a minimum wage would, on the contrary, 
keep many poor girls out of jobs and require many more to work 
harder for their salaries. The minimum wage proposal is sterile soil. 
It defies that which cannot be defied — the law of supply and demand. 
— Louisville Courier-Journal.

Greeat complaint is going up from the property owners of Mays- 
ville because of the annoyance, inconvenience and expense caused 
byy the present system of purification of water used by the Mays- 
ville Water Company. 

In all parts of the city the streets are torn up and in scores of 

homes and business houses, local plumbers arc busy installing new- 
water pipes at great expense to the property owners because the 
rhlorinc used by the Maysville Water Company for purification is 
forming a crast in the water pipes and cutting down the size of the 
streain and the pressure. 

Here is a place for the Water (Jommission, recently named by 
Mayor Samuel, to begin work. 

. The Water Company should adopt some other system of purifi- 
cation as effective us (he chlorine Rystem which will not cause the 
annoyance and expense caused by the present system. 

Property owners who are going to the expense of installing new- 
water pipes have no assurance, with a continuance of the present 
system, that they will not be called upon within a few years, at most 
to go to the same expense again of installing another complete new 
line of piping. 

Although the chlorine system of purification has the npprovul 
and endorsement of the Medicos, we of the layity cannot help but 
think that if the chlorine forms a crust in the metal pipes, it must 
have some unhealthy effect upon the interior of one's stomach. Bat 
aside from the health question, the expense and annoyance to which 
local taxpayers are put is sufficient to attract the attention of the 
Water Commission ,tho mediator between the public and the Muys 
1 illc Water Company.

Washington, I). C. — All of tho Prot- 
estant churches of tho country ami 
twenty million communicants through 
the Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ In Amerioa have extolled the 
Harding administration for bringing 
about actual limitation of the world's 
burdon of armament and for greatly 
lessening the dangers of war. 

'The executive committee of the 
Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America records on behalf 
of tho churcliCB their Bolemn and rev 
■renl thanksgiving to Hod for the Con- 
ference on Limitation of Armament." 
says the report. "In It wo recognize 
Ills answer to the fervent prayers of 
millions of Christians throughout this 
and many other lands. The prophecies 
if Nil cab nnd Isaiah at last begin to 
recelvo fulfillment. 

"Wo rejoice In th splendid achieve- 
ments of tho conference already as- 
sure.]. They are but the first step to- 
ward n warless world Wo need to 
encourage one another and to prosB 
forward toward the goal which the 
Prince of I'eaco Himself has set be- 
fore us. With a vlow to that goal, it 
It fitting that wo should at this time 
make tho following declaration: 

"Wo reallzo that as churches It is 
not for us to define In deteall the 
political methods and Institutions by 
which tho scourgo of war shall be 
ended and the fear of war shall be 
banished forever from civilized and 
Christian nations. The determination 
of such details must be left to diplo- 
mats. Jurists, and legislators 

"Ilut wo maintain with firm convic- 
tion thai It Is the right and the duty 
of the church to declare In no doubtful 
terms the moral principles that are In- 
volved in International life, ami to in- 
sist that our lawmakers, our diplo- 
mats, and all those who represent our 
Nation in Its International relations 
shall observe these principles with 
utmost care. 

"We hold that the moral principle! 
of International life are the most Im- 
portant of all the so-called 'vital In- 
terests' of every nation. 

■These 'vital Interest*' are of such 
Importance to the life of churches and 
nations that every congregation of 
every church In every land should co- 
operate for the achievement of a war- 
ier world. Tho World War was won 
only by International unity of purpose 
and action. A warless world can bo 
achieved only by like unity of millions 
of peacemakers. 

"We recognize with deep, sntlsfac- 
tlo nthe new spirit of amity and mu- 
tual consideration that hns sprung 
up between the nations represented nt 
'tho conference. This spirit we regard 



Ing more lion for the future than any 
of the specific agreements. 

"The Conference on Limitation of 
Armament has, indeed, made a good 
beginning, We deelp rejoice in the 
agreements for a radical reduction of 
navies, for the 10-year naval holiday, 
for the 10-year four-power agreement 
to maintain peace In the Pacific, and 
for the steps taken looking toward a 
• al si.lullon or China's pressing prob- 
lems. 

"We believe that the time has come 
for American public opinion to exr 
press unmistakably to Congress Its 
emphatio support of President Hard- 
ing and of the administration In mak- 
Ing adequate pledges ami in giving 

satlsfatory guarantees that tho United 
States v.ill take its lull share of re- 
sponsibility In International tasks and 
bllgations."
